ment continue to increase, 
a day goes by without bringing news 
of several such tragedies. 

Yesterday in Pittsburgh, an un- 
employed worker, F, M. Fish, shot 
and killed his wife, Ada, 49, and 
‘heir son John, 19, while they slept, 
then turned the gun on himself. The 
entire family was out of work. The 
capitalist press put the triple 
tragedy gown te “insanity superin- 
duced by poverty.” 

In Dover, N. J., on the same day, 
Benjamin Clark, another worker, 
despondent because he had been out 
of work so long and practically des- 
titute, attempted suicide. He is ex- 
pected to recover. 

In Pert Huron, Mich., on the very 
same day, another unemployed work- 

xr, Luigi Visconti, of 285 Littleton 
Awe .. whe had been out of work for 
over a year, shot himself at the 
Eighteenth Street entrance to Fair- 
mont cemetery. His body was dis- 
covered by a bourgeois woman who 
goes there every morning “to en-

The International Labor Defense |

The Unemploy ment Demonstration 
ushers in the International Labor 
Defense September-November “Class 
War Prisoners Defense and Libera- 
tion Drive,” coinciding with the 
opening of the capitalist courts’ fall 
and winter sessions with their threat 
of more “capitalist justice” for the 
militant leaders of workers’ pro- 
test. 

This drive will call for a tremen- 
dous fight against the death sen- 
tences planned for the six Atlanta 
. workers who come to trial in Sep- 
tember. 

Renewed drive for the immediate 
release of Foster, Minor, Amter, 
and Raymond, who may be framed 
up on new charges even while they 
are in prison, in spite of the fact 
that the felonious assault charge 
has been dropped. 

Fight against sedition cases and 
criminal syndicalist cases with their 
threats of long prison sentences and 
deportation, 

Fight against continuation of the 
Fish Committee investigation, and a 
consistent policy of protest against 
persecution of foreign born, lynch- 
ing, and the mass arrests to intimi- 
date militant class protest.

The arrested workers are now out 
on bail of $50 each. 

Unemployment is severe in this 
mill town and the suffering and 
misery of the workers grows daily. 
Mills are operating with half forces 
—and even these get short time— 
three, four days a week. Thou- 
sands of jobless mill workers are 
out of work and vainly look for jobs 
that are non-existent.

“One of the clauses in the bill is 

that the minimum to be paid to un- 
employed workers is $25 and $5 for 
each dependent. This, fellow work- 
ers, is certainly something to fight 
for. 
“The funds for unemployment re- 
lief are to be raised by taxing the 
bosses’ prpofits and by having mon- 
ey turned over for the relief of the 
unemployed. At the present time 
the government spends tremendous 
amounts a yea. for battleships, air- 
planes, and poison gas., This money 
aust be turned over to the vorkers 
to be administered by them for the 
relicf of the unemployed workers, 
“Young workers must demon- 
strate togeth « with the adult work- 
ers on Sept. ist, 12 noon, with the 
Youth Section of the T.U.U.L. at 
Union Square. All young workers, 
25 years old or younger, will meet 
with the youth section at the Food 
Workers Hall at 16 West 21st St., 
at 11 a. m. on Monday, Sept. ist.

Come For: Jobs; Sent 
Home With Blank Card 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—At the 
City’s “Free” Employment Agency 
a bit of strategy has been enacted 
by the bosses who, in order to keep 
appearances up and to have things 
run Smoothly, work hand in glove 
with the police. 

The thousands of unemployed who 
daily mill about the doors of the 
fake employment agency are given 
application blanks by the police and 
told to go “home” and fill them out. 
This minimizes the number who 
would normally remain around the 
agency. They are getting too num- 
erous and too. militant for the po 
lice and whenever a group of job- 
less workers form they immediately 
fall into a discussion of their prob- 
Jems. Another tactic of the bosses 
is to send the jobless applicants out 
on “wild goose” chases—in quest of 
jobs which-do not exist. This les- 
sens the number who would other- 
wise remain about the place and 
among those who are lined up out- 
side it creates the illusion that 
workers are getting jobs.

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WHITE TERROR IN CUBA 


HE shadow of Siles of Bolivia, and now of 
Leguia of Peru, both ruthless fascist dic- 
tators, hangs over Machado, the bloody tyrant 
of Cuba—all three the servile creatures of 
Wall Street, the first two dislodged overnight 
by military revolt maneuvered by British im- 
perialism. When will Machado meet his doom, 
and at the hand of what class? 

While these are questions the future will 
answer, the workers of the United States myst 
help answer them, must shield their Cuban 
comrades, who for years have endured the 
most savage repression. Their unions are be- 
ing destroyed, the Communist Party attacked 
—to bolster up the rule of the same Wall 
Street capitalists who exploit and oppress us. 

Year after year, the most outstanding lead- 
ers of the working class of Cuba are being 
killed through various means. Bruzon and Ya- 
lob were thrown into the Bay of Havana to 
become prey of the sharks; Alfredo Lopez, 
Dumenigo, Vareno, Grant, Torres Diaz, San- 
tiago Brooks were either shot in the streets, or 
“disappeared,” or were assassinated in the dun- 
geon prison cells where hundreds of more vic- 
tims. known and unknown, are still to be 
found. 

The economic crisis in the United States and 
the New York Stock Exchange crash have 
further deepened the sugar crisis in the island 
resulting in the lowest price of sugar ever 
recorded in the history, the consequences of 
which are shown in the closing of the mills, 
the partial paralyzation of other industries and 
the most barbarous system of rationalizaticn. 

Cuba, with a population of 3,600,000, has 
500,000 unemployed. This unemployment has 
of late greatly increased with a new wave of 
the bosses’ offensive. 

To the increasing misery and starvation, 
the oppressed masses have answered with more 
revolutionary action, thus sharpening the class 
struggle. During the last six months more 
than 200 strikes took place affecting every 
branch of industry and thousands of workers 

On January 10th of this year, memorial day 
for Julio Antonio Mella, killed by agents of 
Machado, the Cuban workers went,on a gen- 
eral political strike in memory of their fallen 
leader. March 20 saw in Cuba more than 
900.000 workers in demonstrations against un- 
employment and in protest against the crimes 
of fascism. More than 100,000 workers laid 
dpwn their tools throughout the country on 
May Day. 

The increased militancy of the workers led 
by the Communist Party and the National 
Workers’ Confederation of Labor, accentuated 
the instability of the imperialist regime of 
tyrainy headed by butcher Machado. 

Fascism in Cuba tried to broaden its social 
basis by taking into its governmental bosom 
«,ements of the Nationalist Party, the Party 
of “opposition,” pretending to represent the 
interests of the urban and agrarian petty- 
bourgeoisie expropriated by imperialism, but

founding all its policy upon surrender to im- 
perialism. 

But all efforts made to obtain the stabiliza- 
tion of fascism have completely failed. This 
is why the persecutions are now intensified 
more and more against the workers and peas- 
ants. Fifty workers were arraigned before 
the courts and many more were added to the 
list before and after the March 20th demon- 
strations. 

The National Workers’ Confederation of La- 
bor, the Workers’ Federation of Havana and 
forty more working class trade unions were 
declared illegal and their assemblage prohibit- 
ed. The Workers’ International Defense was 
also declared illegal and its leaders persecuted. 
At the May Day demonstration in Havana 
two militant workers, Montergo and Perez, 
were killed by the police and more than forty 


_workers brutally slugged. 


Deportations are taking place every day. 
During the last days of June, forty Spanish 
workers were deported to Spain. On Aug. 
16, Seven more Spanish workers were deported 
from Cuba, jailed in the ship which passed by 
New York. These seven workers were kept 
in jail for four months without any trial. 
Hundreds of workers are rotting in jail and 
being tortured daily. 

The protest meeting against the deportations 
organized by the Workers’ International De- 
fense was attacked by the police and four 
workers were seriously wounded. Eighty work- 
ers lie in the prison of Havana.* The majority 
of these workers will undoubtedly be condemn- 
ed to long prison terms and others deported. 

On Sunday, Aug. 17, Jose Wong, a militant 
leader of the Chinese workers of Cuba was 
killed in his prison cell. The outstanding lead- 
ers of the workers of Havana now in jail are 
daily threatened to be brutally assassinated in 
their cells or tagtured by inquisitatorial means 
used by the fascist regime. 

The working class-of the United States must 
not be indifferent to these=crimes perpetrated 
by American imperialism and its agents ‘in 
Cuba. This is the same imperialism that ex- 
ploits and persecutes us here, that is respon- 
sible for the wage cuts, unemployment and 
speed up against workers in the United States. 

Workers organizations throughout the United 
States, whether trade union, fraternal, roli- 
tical or cultural,,are asked to join by resolu- 
tion in protest against the savage white terror 
against the Cuban workers, to demand the re- 
lease of all political prisoners, to express their 
solidarity wit’: the Cuban workers, groaning 
and bleeding in the chains of “Butcher” Ma- 
chado, and to express that solidarity substan- 
tially in contributions to their defense, to be 
sent to the International Labor Defense, room 
430, 80 E. 11th St., New York City, for safe 
dispatch to Cuba. :

AMES W. GERARD, former ambassador to 

Germany, says that fifty-nine men are the 
“actual power behind the throne” of the gov- 
ernment. He says these multi-millionaires and 
billionaires are “too busy to occupy political 
office but they determine who should hold such 
offices.” 

That should be clear to every worker. Fifty- 
nine men, irluding Rockefeller, Mellon, Mor- 
gan, Ford, Farrell, Van Sweringen, Raskob, 
Insul, Du Pont, Lamont, Owen D. Young, are 
running the country. They are the bankers 
and industrialists who determine the policy of 
the government. They are the people who se- 
lect the candidates, put up the money and see 
to it that the gnen they want are elected. 

They select the candilates of both the re- 
publican and democratic parties and decide 
among themselves who shall support and fin- 
ance the republican and democratic party. In- 
sull supported both pariies. 

There is no difference between these parties. 
Look at the discussions and votes on the London 
Naval Treaty, the Smoot-Hawley tariff, the 
discussions on the prohibition law. It is not 
one party against the other, but, if there are 
any differences, they are iMside both parties. 


Now the Democrats Raise thé “Prosperity” 
Issue. 

Then why do the capitalists have two parties 
and use a third party—the socialist party? 
They have them for the purpose of shifting 
from one to the other in case of an economic 
or political crisis, such as we had in 1913 and 
have now. Al Smith says: “The democratic 
party will soon be in control in Washington 
and will make,this a happy and prosperous 
nation.” . 

The democrats are in control in New York 
City and State and unemployment is about the 
worst in years. Bread lines, tens of thousands 
asking for work at the employment bureaus; 
few jobs to give; wage cuts; evictions—this is 
the prosperity in democratic New York. The 
se~e in reoublican Philadelphia; dispossessed 
workers housed in the sheds at the county fair 
at socialist Reading, Pa. 

But this is not all. 
‘date of the “socialist” party for congress, will 
be supported by the republican party; Norman 
Thomas is being supported by the Times 
(Adolph Ochs is the owner and one of the fif- 
ty-nine mentioned by Gerard), the Telegram

supported by the Telegram and by a group of

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Strike Strategy

HE great teacher, experience, is driving 

home to us the lesson that strike struggles 
must be properly prepared. This, however, 
must not be approached mechanically. It does 
not mean merely that a definite. percentage 
of the workers must be organized into shop 
committees, the revolutionary unions and 
leagues, etc., although this is a prerequisite 
for successful struggle. Are the conditions 
favorable for a strike? Is the mood of the 
workers for strike struggle? Does the situa- 
tion require or allow more time for further 
preparations before the strike is called? Shall 
we develop single shop or department strikes 
as part of the preparations? These and many 
other questions have to be asked and answered 
in the preparations for strike struggles. 

Rank and File Strike Committees. 

Preparations for strike must be carried out 
on the basis that the workers shall form broad 
rank and file strike committees, not after the 
strike has been called, but in preparation for 
the struggle, and where the fascist. company 
unions are making pretenses of strike struggle 
or framing up with employers for a lockout, 
the slogan: “Take the strike or lockout into 
your own hands or else you will be defeated” 
must be raised and put into effect. The ex- 
posure of the fascist A. F. of L. and socialist 
leadership is an essential part of strike prep- 
arations, 

One of the essentials in the preparatory per- 
iod is the organization of shop committees on 
the basis of the united front from below, the 
holding of shop delegate conferences, and the 
settir: up of permanent shop delegate councils. 

The United Front From Below. 

The organizing of the workers on the basis 
of the shop is a fundamental necessity. This 
does not. mean, however, that only those who 
are ready to join the TUUL or a revolutionary 
industrial union are qualified for membership 
in the shop committee. While all efforts must 
be made to draw the workers into the revolu- 
tionary unions and must be the organizational 
objective, the shop committee is the basic 
form of the united front from below, the ob- 
jective being to organize the workers, unor- 
ganized, members of the A. F. of L. company 
union, members of the T. U. U. L. into a, shop 
committee around the problems confronting 
them in the factory to strik> for common de- 
mands upon the factory owner, drawing the 
workers under the leadership an! finally into 
membership of the revolutionary unions. 

Develop Rank and File Initiative, 

The preparations for strike struggle should 
be carrie! out in a manner that will develop 
rank and* file initiative, the propaganda for 
creation of broad rank and file strike commit- 
tees should be subject for discussion in the 
shop and factory so that the need for these 
militant organs of struggle will emanate from 
the ranks of the workers, and when they are 
created they will not be a mere mechanical 
elected committee but a broad rank and file 
committee that will give life and leadership to 
the strike. 

The organizing of the unemployed into indus- 
trial councils of unemployed is a central point 
in the preparation for any strike at all. In 
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this respect the question of bringing forward 
certain demands become of major importance. 
The 7-hour, 5-day week is the major demand 
in this period, while this important strike 
struggle demand is economic in form, it is 
highly political in content, and goes hand in 
hand with the fight for unemployment insur- 
ance around which both the employei and un- 
employed worker can be organized for joint 
struggle. y 


Strike Struggle Fund Essential. 


In preparation for strike struggle the ques- 
tion of a strike struggle fund must be raised 
and ways and means found to make the fund 
an impressive one. To wait until the strike 
has been called before beginning to raise a 
strike fund is entirely wrong, or to consider 
such a fund as a basis of relief by which ‘the 
worker will win a victory over the bosses is 
wrong. A strike struggle fund is nee led for 
strike preparations, and questions of relief 
measures of course must be taken up as part 
of the preparatory work, but strikes are not 
won on the basis of relief promises, on the 
contrary this is the first wrong step that leads 
to defeat. Strikes are won on the basis of 
mass action, mass leadership, proper prepara- 
tion of the strike, a successful tying up of the 
ifdustry, participating fully in the strike of 
the employed and unemployed. 

The gathering of $100,000 strike fund by the 
Trade Union Unity League is only the begin- 
ning of strike preparation, it lays the basis 
for proper propaganda and _ organization 
through which strikes can be properly pre- 
pared, ‘and properly led to a successful con- 
clusion.

VER since the outbreak of the textile strike 

in Bessemer City, the bosses’ newspapers 
have been carrying stories to the effect that 
the workers have “chased the N.T.W.U. or- 
ganizers out of the city.” That “a bunch of 
Reds direct from Moscow have come here to 
take part in the strike, etc.” and “that the 
workers have beaten up several of the N.T. 
W.U. organizers and chased them out of the 
city.” 

The National Textile Workers Union has 
been in Bessemer City prior to the strike and 
is in there now directing, meeting with the 
workers, and constantly warning them against 
the gang that has put itself at the head of the 
strike misleading the workers, and eventually 
will sell out the strike. A mob of about 24 
has been organized by the stools of Mr. Gold- 
berg, the purpose of this mob is to terrorize 
the union workers, and to watch out for union 
organizers. 

On Monday, 5:50 p. m., this gang, led by 
W. E. Gilippspe, fake preacher, and agent of 
the bosses, followed J. Cooper for about two 
blocks, when Cooper seeing this stopped and 
faced them, Mr. Gilippspe suddenly started 
after another worker who was standing and 
looking to see what was eoing to happen, after 
giving this worker a few kicks, and telling 
him to get the “hell out of this city” a group
